I am in reoetpt of your letter of July 3, 1946, concerning 
the proposed MIA Dtreottve Number 4, which related to, among other 
thinge, the empowering of CIO to set up a field operational force 
for Vie purpose of effectuating world-wide secret intelligence 
coverage• I have noted your comment regarding dtsousotng with me 
the possibility of your utilising the services of some of the TBI 
experienced personnelm Although I am, of covjrse, moot anxious to 
cooperate with you to the fullest possible .extent, I regret to advise ' 
you thdt due to the responsibilities and duties O f .the Bureau in 
the field of lam enforcement and the eo^ifiento made.for the Bureau's 
personnel, whtoh personnel incidentally hhs been out considerably 
since the war, I will not be able to aestgn personnel to youm 
I wanted to advise you of this fact promptly in order that you wtll 
not depend upon me or expect this Bureau to make personnel available 
to youm 


Concerning your reference to the support of the MIA for the 
Bureau's 1947 budget requirements for its Central and South American 
operations, I wish to observe that these funds were sought prior to 
the time t»a* any plans had been mads to establish an Operations unit 
under the National Intelligence Authorttym If 1 had kno»n that the 
National Intelligence Authority contemplated the establishment at 
this time of an Operations Unit for the purpose of maintatntng secret 
intelligence coverage, I would not have planned to have the Bureau 
remain active in this field in the Western Borntspherom 

In the light of your acquiescence to the Bureau's 
withdrawing from Central and South America, I believe ft would be 
well to work out immediately an acceptable program which will permit

V/ith reference to our conference today I wish to leave ' ^ ♦ 

the following points for development as the general basis for 
this transfer: 

1. V ie wish to receive from you a general outline of 
existing F3I covorage, including the number of personnel and the 
capacities or titles under which they arc assigned. 

2. Vve request that in each field station copies of all 
pertinent reports of investigations current or closed be set aside 
to bo turned over to our representative; and that, in Washington 

a copy of all such reports prepared by FBI from these territories 
be made available to us for our records. 

3. V.-e request that all office and technical equipment 
now held in field stations be narked for transfer to our repre¬ 
sentative on the withdrawal of FBI, and that an Inventory of 
3uch equipment bo now prepared for our reviow. Such list would 
include office furniture and fixtures, typewriters, filing 
cabinets, and photographic equipment for development and printing. 

It would be understood that Governmental records would reflect 
this transfer, reliving FBI of further responsibility for this 
Government property. 

4. 7/o request that radio communications equipment in 
field stations be preserved for transfer to our representative 
in the same manner as in the preceding paragraph. vYe request 
further that automobiles now in the field bo made available for 
transfer to our representative. 

5. 7/e suggest that full collobcrctio * lr. tho field bo 
arranged by directing that FBI offices remain in operation for at 
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least one inonth after the arrival of our representative during which 
time Jill pending investigations, contacts, sources of Information, 

£.* . and Informants should be under mutual study to determine the future 
conduct or intelligence work in thesa countries.

has been operating the offices of the Legal and C^fl^Atjti 
in all of our Embassies and in various Consulates^in 
Republics, J W 

Recently FBI informed the Department, of State o^ri^|| 
to clQ36 the offices in Panama and Haiti, However* beoauaeDfV 
vigorous protest by the Embassies and the office of IswrlcaaVyv: 
Republics* Assistant Secretary Braden approached Ur* JY Edgar 
Hoover and was able to have the two offices remain open for an 
additional period* 

In the discussions regarding Panama and Haiti* it was 
learned that the major reason for FBI being reluctant to continue 
the offices in those posts was because of the recent decision 
which provides that world-wide /intelligence coverage is to be the 
responsibility of the Central Intelligence Jroup (CIO), Apparentiy|Va ;J 
FBI took the position that since it would be relinquishing 
Western Hemisphere coverage to CIO at a later date* it should take' 
advantage of any immediate opportunity to reduce FBI foreign 
coverage* 

. Problem 

Since there is a possibility of a change in the responsibility * 
of the coverago in the American Republics, the Department must con¬ 
sider the various aspects, repercussions, etc, which might result 
from such a change, 

Many of the Republics aro holding national elections. All 
arc attempting to readjust tlieir internal affairs to post-war 
conditions, and all are experiencing influonce in some form or 
other from minority groups* An interruption of the present operations 
in our Embassies at this particular tino would bo most unfortunate.

I refer to your letter of July 22, 1946, concerning the working 
out of a program for the transfer of seoret Intelligence responsibilities 
in Latin America to the Central Intelligence Group. representative#, 
of course, are in touch with Ur. Penrose, Ur. Ledcjy, and Ur. Doyle, who 
have been designated to represent you in connection with the details con¬ 
cerned in the various matters mentioned by you In your letter. They will 
undoubtedly be able to make satisfactory arrangements with reference to 
these matters. 

With reference to your request that I reconsider withdrawal of 
FBI personnel in the Dominican Republic and Costa Rica, as Hr. Penrose 
wae informed I must advise that the arrangements for closing the FBI Offices 
in these countries have already progressed to the stage where it is not 
practical or possible for us to continue beyond August 16, 1946. You will 
note that there ia only one nan stationed in each of these offioes and, therefore 
it will undoubtedly bo possible for you to make some arrangoment. to take over 
in these countries as of that date. 

I am sure you will agree that the transfer of jurisdiction and 
responsibility will be greatly facilitatod if the CIO will furnish a plan 
to me at a very early date setting forth the intentions of the Central In¬ 
telligence Croup with respect to the transfer of responsibility. In line 
with your desire to take over the into 111 j-vnoo coverage in Latin America, 

I am most anxious to complete all arrangements and the final transfer at the 
earliest possible timo.

MKRORAHDUM FOR THE MEMBERS 
OF THE RATIONAL IETELLIOEHCB AUTHORIW 


Subject: Replacement of FBI Personnel in Latin America 
by Personnel of the new Central Intelligence 
Group 


Federal Bureau of Investigation agonts who elnoe 1940 
have beer* performing security intolligonoe functions in 
Latin America are scheduled to bo replaced by personnel of 
the now Central Intelligence Group under Gonerai Vanden- 
b4rg« A schedule (copy attached) has boon drawn up by the 
CIO for dicussion with Mr. HooYor, calling for progres¬ 
sive assumption of intelligence functions between 
February 15 and May 15, 1947. In the meantime, howevor, 
orders have been transmitted by the FD1 directing tliat the 
respective offices be closed and FBJ personnel be with¬ 
drawn. 


There is grave dangor in this situation that the 
excellent FBI organization in Latin AJaorioa may disinteg¬ 
rate before it con bo taken over by now personnel of the 
CIO. Tills would be a major blow to the offectlvonesa of 
our security intelligence work in tl» Latin American field, 
from which It might take us many years to recover.

Tha integrated plan referred to by Secretary Byrnes 
has now been adopted, but it has not yet been put "in 
effective operation". In order to safeguard the existing 
organisation and to provide for an orderly transition, it 
is urgently recommended that a Presidential directive be 
sent to the Federal Bureau of Investigation, covering the 
following points. 



1) In effecting the transfer of responsibility for 
seourity intelligence operations in Latin America 
from the Federal Bureau of Investigation to the 
Cehtral Intelligence Group, it is essential that 
tha turnover bo orderly and that tho existing 
FBI intelligence organisation, together with its 
facilities, equipment and records, not be 
impaired. 


2) Mo FBI personnel now serving in Lutin America 
should bo withdrawn until aftor replacement CIG 
personnel havo arrived. There should thon be a 
period of time, deemed by tho American Ambas¬ 
sador concerned to bo sufficient, for tho new 
personnel to familiarise thonoelves with tha 
nature, soopo and details of tho work, prior to 
the departure of FBI personnel.

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3) In some coses, present FBI personnel nay desire 
to transfer to the CIO* This should be faolll« 
tated, and the opportunity should be afforded 
for all such personnel considered by CIO to be 
qualified to transfer to the CIO rolls* 

I consider the foregoing to be of the utmost urgency

The meeting was brief, spearheaded by Admiral Leahy* The

Dear General Vandenberg: 

Reference le made to the letter of Colonel Edwin K. Wright 
of the Central Intelligence Group directed to me on August 7, 1946, 
which attached a schedule for the transfer of responsibility for 
Intelligence coverage from the FBI to the CIO in Latin America. I 
must advise that the dates set forth in this schedule for tranefer of 
responsibility, that is, February 15, 1947, for the first group of 
countries, April 1, 1947, for the second group, and Itay 15, 1947, for 
the third group, make the position of the FBI in Latin America rather 
difficult. Operations under the limited scope and the restrictions 
necessary incidental to complete withdrawal make difficult efficient 
and productive operations over an extended period. The FBI personnel 
involved in Latin American operations are critically needed in connec¬ 
tion with our domestic responsibilities and I am most anxious to return 
them to the domestic field. 

I had hoped that the CIG would be able to take over responsi¬ 
bility In the first group of countries by September 15, 1946; in the 
second group by hoveraber 1, 1946; and the remainder by January 1, 1947. 
As you will note, this would five approximately six months from the time 
of the Issuance of the directive to the Central Intelligence Group for 
the orderly transfer of responsibility from the FBI to the CIG in Latin 
America. I would appreciate your further consideration in this matter 
and your advice as to Ary adjustments that can be made in the schedule.

I wish to advise you at this tl*ie of our plans to close out our 
SIS offices in San Salvador, LI Salvador, Fort-au-iY ince, Haiti, and ■ 

Tegucigalpa, Honduras, on September 30 next. I would like to explain that 
after V-J Day and prior to the time that arrangements were made for your 
organisation, the Central Intelligence Group, to take over the intelligence 
coverage presently being hanileh by us In Latin America, we had reviewed the 
returns received anc expected from our various offices in Latin America sad 
had decided to close out several cf the smaller offices in the less Important 
Central American countries. The offices listed above come within this 
category. In each of then at the present tine we have only one Agent, with 
clerical personnel in LI Salvador and Honouras but none in Haiti. We did not 
close out these offices sooner because it was deemed advisable to maintain 
them until a large backlog of wartime inquiries could bo brought to a logical 
conclusion. However, wa frankly decided tnat from a financial standpoint 
maintenance of tnem cn a permanent peacetime basis could not be justified. 

It was planner, that any necessary inquiries to be made subsequently in those 
countries could be handled by occasional trips by our personnel in neighboring 
countries. 

As a matter of fact we had decided to close out our office in Haiti 
last June, but because of a specific request from the State Department we agreed 
to continue it until September 30. I would appreciate it if you would let me 
know whether you plan to place representatives in these countries at the time 
we withdraw or if you consider tnis. replacement unnecessary.

If you desire it, can be left for 
your men. However, you should advise me immediately If arrange¬ 
ments Mve been mr.de by you with the State Department for the 
Embassy to receive the oroperty and held It fbr you.

MEMORANDUM FOR COLONEL GALLOWAY 



14 Sept ember 1946 


SUBJECT! Conversation with Mr* E. A. Tam, F.B.I., 
Friday afternoon. 15 September 1946._ 




There follows the substance of a conversation which 
I had yesterday afternoon with Mr. E. A. Team, Assistant to the 
Director pf the Federal Bureau of Investigation. I explained 
to Hr* Tana that I was calling on hln for the purpose of ex¬ 
ploring two unrelated subjects. The first had to do with the 
replacement by CIO of FBI personnel In Latin America. I told 
Hr. Than that General Tendenberg had received from Hr. Hoover 
a letter In which Hr. Hoover stated that his representatives In 
Haiti* Honduras* and El Salvador were to be withdrawn in tbs 
near future. Hr. Hoover continued that the FBI proposed to 
centime coverage of these areas by representatives of FBI In 
adjacent countries. I told Hr. Tana that General Yandenberg In¬ 
tended to support, this procedure*, fn& In order to do so desired 
certain additional Information so that he oould Intelligently' . 
support the position of the Bureau and avoid the possibility of 
CIO being called upon to Introduce people Into these areas prior 
to the tine that It oould be dons effectively. Hr. Tamm replied 
that he understood the Oeneral's 'reason for calling for more 
Information and regretted that he could not give us the details 
Immediately. He promised* however* to proporc a detailed plan 
by which individuals oould make perlodlo visits to the countries 
concerned and by whloh Informants In these countries oould be 
retained and exploited to the extent necessary. Hr. Tamm 
promised to have this information available to us by noon Hondey, 
September Id. 

The seoond question whloh Hr. Tam and I discussed 
had to do with Investigations of personnel to be employed by 
CIO. I explained to Hr. Tamm that a security Investigation of 
all candidates for employment by CIO was obviously essential; 
that CIO in taking over SSD was oarefully considering methods 
and procedures used by that organisation and was not satisfied 
with the present polley of investigating Individual*. Through 
necessity SSU had been required to employ the sorvlees of a 
private Investigator whose discretion* It developed* left much 
to be desired* I explained that CIO did not wish to oontlnue 
the service of private Investigators and eliminating this policy 
*two possibilities wore presented for oonduoting these essential 
checks. First* the FBI could conduct seourlty Investigations

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tor OIQ. This plan* I stated, was by far the most daalrabla 
tram oar point of view. Mr. Ian told m that ha and Mr. Hoover 
had dlaeussad tha necessity for seourlty oheoks of CIO personnel 
■id they agreed that aooa Method had to be followed In order to 
avoid unfortunate events. Mr. Tamm stated that he considered 
It possible that tbs Bureau would carry on this work for us, 
and he would like to know In this connection about how many In¬ 
vestigations we would have and what tha tine limit on reports 
would be. I stated that since we were In tha Initial stages of 
personnel procurement and needed a large number of people 
quickly we could expeot the peak load at this time, and It would 
probably, for several Months, average about 100 oases each month. 
I gave various reasons for the great desirability of having 
reports received promptly so that a final decision could be 
Made on tha employment of, candidates and stated that a period 
of two weeks from the submission of the request until the receipt 
of the report would be considered entirely satisfactory. Mr. 

Sean promised that he would discuss the matter with the Director 
and would assume in his discussions with Mr. Hoover that the 
cheek made by FBI would have to do solely with the security of 
the Individual concerned and would In no way refleet on bis pro-, 
fesslenal ability or hla other quollfloatlone. I stated that 
this was entirely correct. I further suggested to Mr. Taxes 
that If he and Mr. Hoover decided they oould not undertake the 
entire burden of security oheoks for CIO that they consider as 
asaCh as was possible and then offer to ua certain well-qualified 
personnel, advloe, and dlrootlon In setting up our own Investi¬ 
gating staff which would work closely with the FBI In aeo«qp- 
liahlng all chocks necessary for CIO. Mr. Texas replied that he 
would consider this possibility after ho had dlsoussed the 
natter of FBI handling such Investigations alone. This latter 
proeedure, I onphasised, was tha one that offered the groateat 
advantage to CIO. and that It waa hoped that the Bfcreau would 
be able to assume responsibility for the work. Mr. Tans told 
ns that he would 1st us know «*rly next woek wliat the deolalon 
was.

Dear General Vandenberg: 

The receipt le acknowledged of your letter of 
January 3 with reference to contemplated arrangements 
covering the replacement in Latin America of special 
agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation with 
representatives of the Central Intelligence Group* 

You may recall that as a result of our discus¬ 
sions last year it was agreed not only that the FBI 
representatives would remain until after the arrival 
of their CIG replacements, but also that because of

CIG representative at his post, the overlap necessary 
at that post* 

Provided this arrangement is m aintained I aee_jap

in accordance with your suggestion to authorise
